and by agreem ent, but the attack on 
Asia bas ju st begun, and the obstacle 
presented by America is bow clearly 
perceived. 
It had been foreseen bef tire, as the 
speech o f Count Goluchowski showed, 
but the vague impression was soddenly 
deepened by the collapse of Spain un­ 
der American blows and the decision 
to build a great American fleet. 
T hat 
collapse startled the continent, which 
for 300 years had reckoned the Spsnisb 
court among the members of "the Eu­ 
ropean fam ily” and unconsciously ex­ 
aggerated its resources. 
A force sin­ 
gularly potent, absolutely new and not 
quite accountable bad suddenly put it­ 
self in evidence, and the old conserva­ 
tive forces sullenly prepared for resist­ 
ance or reprisal. 
The papacy in par­ 
ticular. which has to think of Spanish 
America as well as the rest of the 
world, will never forgive the Union for 
crippling tile most Catholic of powers. 
and the Influence of the papacy, though 
it is indirect, penetrates ail through 
Europe. 
The annoyance of the continent with 
America, which is very deep, is based 
upon three reasons. There* is first of all 
a dread or rather a convlcHon that 
competition in business with America 
is nearly impossible. 
Her wealth and 
energy are too great, and both are em­ 
ployed, as continentals think, to mo­ 
nopolize trade and so control in the end 
all the wealth of the world, an Idea not 
without advocates even among our­ 
selves. 
These giant trusts are regard­ 
ed as enemies, inexpressibly formida­ 
ble because they do not raise prices, 
which would to traders be some com­ 
pensation, but look to monopoly of 
business as their reward and because 
if the governments fence them off with 
tariffs the Americans, being protec­ 
tionists, do not scruple to commence 
quick and severe reprisals. 
As the 
governments 
are 
always 
trembling 
with nervousness lest their industrials 
if driven out of work should turn to 
socialism as a refuge this cause alone 
inspires them with a permanent suspi­ 
cion and dislike of American action. 
Then they see. as yet dimly, but still 
without doubt, that America will inter­ 
fere grievously with their plans for se­ 
curing new aud perm anent markets. 
America does not interfere in Africa 
because Africa is uegro, but the hopes 
of continental chancellors of the ex­ 
chequer turn to Asia, and In Asia it is 
clear that America will be sadly In 
their way. The whole action of Wash 
ington in this Chinese muddle points to 
a 
single conclusion, 
that 
although 
Americans took the Philippines they 
are unwilling to see any hut native 
powers in possessloi or control of the 
richer countries of Asia. 
They do not 
much mind England, because she ad 
mits all the world to share her com­ 
merce, or Russia, because they regard 
Manchuria as a mere railway route. 


the situation or will even imagine th at 
we are only pleading for the Anglo- 
Saxou alliance which we have so often 
predicted for the future. They are In 
error. 
We have not stated the case 
against the continent—aud especially 
in regard to G erm any’s aspirations and 
aim s—half as strongly as we believe It 
ought to be stated, and we are entirely 
at ease about the Anglo-Saxon alliance. 
That is safe enough in the fullness o f 
time w ithout any help from publicists. 
Our object is only to waken Americans 
from an illusion to induce them to in­ 
crease their fleet steadily instead of by 
rushes and to persuade them, lf we 
can. to think out w hat they are doing 
aud not act, as we too often do, upon 
the spur of the moment. 
They may rely on it th at the conti­ 
nent will lose nothing for w ant of plan­ 
ning 
and

nevaro talks is transm uted from a hope 
Into a fact the fact will be full grown 
aud armed. They will then find, sorely,

Last February, when the tempera­ 
ture held at zero for a week at a time 
and the snow was falling every other 
day. Hector Sanborn of Dexter, Me., 
aged 15, set horsehair snares about his 
home aud caught more than two dozen 
pine grosbeaks. Most of them were fe­ 
males. 
He kept the birds In a large, open, 
well lighted room at the rear of the barn 
aud fed them on seeds and refuse fruit 
While the weather continued cold the 
birds were most healthy and took kind­ 
ly to the new way of life, becoming fat 
and frisky with nothing to do but eat 
and sleep. In March several pairs mat­ 
ed. built nests and began to lay eggs, 
aud by April I the boy had secured 34 
fine specimens. 
Then the spring weather came and 
caused the birds to have convulsions, 
from which nearly one-half died. Find­ 
ing that be would be unable to keep his 
pets through the summer, young San­ 
born liberated the survivors, allowing 
them to go north and seek more con­ 
genial temperature. 
Tile boy recently received an offer of 
$4 each for every pine grosbeak egg 
he could spare, says Hie New York Sun. 
He at once shipped 30 to the Boston 
naturalist who wished to complete a 
collection of rare eggs, aud a few days 
ago be received a check for $120. lf 
next w inter proves to be cold enough 
to drive the grosbeaks to Maine the 
boy eau see a big fortune ou easy 
terms.

Cleveland has grown at such a prodi­ 
gious poco that It has not had time to 
throw off Its overgrown village gar­ 
ments and put on the big city garb, 
says the Cleveland correspondent of the 
New York Nun'. Its equipment in this 
respect Is absurdly Inadequate, Its po­ 
lice force is so small In proportion to the 
size of the city that Iii many instances 
the residents of streets have chipped In 
and hired private watchmen to iwitrol 
the streets. Iii the s.tme way business 
men have clubbed together to put up 
soinettilng like a sufficient number of 
street lamps. The streets are atrocious­ 
ly dirty and bedraggled. 
The place Is 
filled with old ramshackle shells that 
long have been condemned, yet In the 
easy going village way have been al­ 
lowed to remain notwithstanding the 
condemnation aud notwithstanding the 
fact that they are a menace on the 
score of fires. 
The instances of special private priv­ 
ileges which nre open public abuses are 
numerous and notorious. 
Never did a 
city more surely need somebody who 
would come lu and shake things up— 
somebody who would mercilessly strip 
off the infantine swaddling clothes and 
find the mouey to buy tin outfit of a 
grown city’s garments. 
The psycho­ 
logical moment for the advent of such 
a Moses had arrived, and Tom L. John­ 
son plunged Into the arena, scattered 
the wheezy old party machines to the 
right and left and announced himself 
as that Moses. 
He took hold of the 
task of shaking things up with all tho 
aggressive force which characterized 
whatever he did iu the field of busi­ 
ness. 
The crash of the falling rook­ 
eries and sharks is heard on every 
hand. To appeals and ‘'pulls” and ‘■in­ 
fluence” be lins been Jovially obdurate. 
Ile said the shacks must go, and they 
went. 
Lie said the showcase barri­ 
cades on the sidewalks must go, nnd 
they likewise w ent 
He said there 
would be a shake up all along the tax 
line, and the shake tip Is In the air. 
Ile Is going to have enough police to 
patrol the streets, enough lamps to light 
them and a brand new corps of white 
wings to sweep them. 
There is more municipal business on 
foot lo a day than there ever was be­ 
fore in a month. 
Up to date he has 
got the people with him. 
Even the 
east end. which is to Cleveland what 
the west end is to London-the silk 
stocking east end. 
which 
is over­ 
whelmingly Republican—voted for him 
and is glad of It. 
He has all the pop­ 
ularity of a man who breaks a sodden 
stagnation by doing things just at the 
time when the public has at last made 
up Its mind that things had got to he 
done. The general attitude of the city 
toward him so far is one of approval. 
In some quarters the approval has 
taken the form of a ‘‘Hurrah for Mayor 
Tom” enthusiasm. 
In others it is in 
the attitude of an amused waiting to 
see what he will do next. The papers 
contain columns of things he has said 
or is said to have said or of exploits 
he is planning or said to be planning 
for the future. 
It is quite generally 
expected that he will make a bad 
break of some sort pretty soon, but 
bad or good there is a settled convic­ 
tion that it will be Interesting. 
That he has got rather a long string 
of hobbyhorses in ids stable which he 
bas uot yet brought out, but which he 
will soon be riding four in the ring. is 
pretty much an article of faith with j 
many even of those who are glad he is- 
where he is.

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NEW WAR BALLOON. 


Inventor Hopes to Carry Three Per­ 
sons ut Thirteen Miles un Hoar. 
Dr. Barton's war balloon, which, It is 
said. the British war office proposes to 
buy, has a platform and machinery 
suspended cigar shape. 
The balloon 
can be steered in any direction, says a 
London cable to the New York Sun. 
The propellers are driven by a high 
speed motor lietween the balloon aud 
the car. 
There is a horizontal aero­ 
plane. the operation of which causes 
the balloon to ascend and descend. 
At the rear there Is a vertical aero­ 
plane for steering to the right and le ft 
The difficulty arising from moving 
the center of gravity Is circumvented 
by two half filled water tanks at each 
end. 
Water is automatically pumped 
from one to the other as either end of 
the machine becomes heavier. 
The 
aerostat is divided into gas tight com­ 
partments. 
Dr. Barton hopes by the

carry three persons at the rate of 12 or 
13 miles an bour.
